MR. COMINGS' CANDIDACY 


' 
Lieut.-Gov. Comings is prompt, to say 


the least, in throwing his hat into the gu- 
bernatorial ring of 1924. His early an- 
nouncement of his candidacy was undoubt- 
edly influenced by the legislative fizzle at 
Madison, which is being rather appropri- 
ately styled the "battle of Elaine run." 
Mr. Comings is evidently convinced that 
the" governor is on the run and therefore 
it is the time to charge. 


Radical control of "Wisconsin is pri- 


marily due to division* among the more 
conservative elements. This 
is what 


brought about the election of Mr. Elaine 
the year that Emanuel Phillipp trotted 
out Dr. Seaman to defeat Roy "\Yilcox. 
"Wisconsin would have been spared much 
that has happened since had the" real 
choice of the people for Mr. "Wilcox for 
governor been allowed to prevail, and as 
prudent politics eminently demanded. 


The radicals are now faced with a sim- 


ilar situation. Governor Elaine's" leader- 
ship in the state, as the chief lieutenant 
'of Mr. LaFollette. is challenged by Lieut.- 
•Gov. Comings. That these two were not 
hitting it off in the most friendly fashion 
was evident early in the session of the 
legislature. Mr. Elaine comes through a 
badly battered figurehead, although it 
has been accepted all along that he would 
be a candidate for a third term. The 


» Comings candidacy means that either 


Elaine will have to lay down and quit or 
that there will be a bitter internal'fight ^ 
among the radical progressives. A politi- 
cian, no matter how badly discredited, al- 
ways has his followers and Mr. Elaine 
may be expected to put up a stiff fight 
against the man who would displace him. 


All of which must be disquieting to 


Senator LaFollette. 
As commander-in- 


chief he can ill afford to have strife be- 
tween his generals, yet strife it seems 
ihere is certain to be. In fact, the strife 
has been on for some time at Madison, 
•where two schools of radicals or progres- 
sives, as nay be preferred, have for 
months been engaged in a desperate strug- 
gle for mastery. It is too early to pre- 
dict how this internecine war will termin- 
ate, but it is not too early for that ele- 
ment of "Wisconsin citizenship which does 
not believe in socialism and the abolish- 
ment of the National Guard, along with 
riotous extravagance and mounting tax- 
ation, to commence to lay plans for a su- 
preme and united effort to save "Wiscon- 
sin from its impending follies in 1924. 
It should be a union, moreover, which 
"breaks down party lines of the past and 
expresses itself in the single purpose of 
rescuinc 
"Wisconsin 
from incompetent 


and socialistic government.

DR. VAN LOON'S OPINION OF

"When a series of unique pictures, set- 


ting off opinionated reporting, appeared 
under the title of "The Story of Man- 
kind" a few prominent educators boost- 
ed Dr. Hendrik "William Van Loon as the 
greatest historian of all time. 
Now he 


has produced a new version of the Bible, 
which, he says, is "for the chambermaid 
and the waiter, for the postman and the 
engineer—for all kinds of people who 
'fight shy of the Bible because it is the 
Bible, but who like a good story as well 
as anybody else." 


"Why the people should prefer the Tan 


Loon Bible to the inspired work is not 
quite apparent. 
Nor is it likely, as^he 


says it K that reading his production 
would lead the people to read the writ- 
ings of the Evangelists. It is more prob- 
able that they, after getting" the self-cer- 
tain. Van Loon point of view, would de- 
cide to let the authentic book jilone. 


Dr. Van Loon has been praised too 


much. His history is too much romance. 
His simplicity of style is too highly col- 
ored with personal conviction to be im- 
partial and' plain. It is not improbable 
that his reproduction of the Bible will 
display embellishments uninspired and 
emanating from his own imagination as 
to what took place and was said, and 


how. 


The Bible itself is the best version of 


the Bible to read. There is something 
about it that can neither be imitated nor 
improved upon. 


CAMPAIGNING BY RADIO 


In his western speaking tour Mr. Har- 


dins is in possession of an advantage 
which none of his predecessors enjoyed. 
Other presidents were heard speaking 
onlv by the few thousands able to crowd 
about them, but by means of radio 
broadcasting Mr. Harding's voice, it is es- 
timated, reaches some two million distant 
listeners, many of them more than a thou- 
sand miles away. ''To address an audi- 
ence of thousands." comments one ob- 
server, "knowing that beyond the confines 
of the auditorium the report will be con- 
veyed in print, has usefully reminded 
many public speakers that they could not 
afford to be flippant or irrelevant. This 
reminder is immeasurably intensified by 
the new mode of transmitting the spoken, 
word which removes the four walls that 
stand between a president and all the 
people. 


In other words, the wise public speak- 


er will be more careful than ever to be 
sure of his facts and to be logical in his 
deductions. As a further check upon, has- 
ty or ill-considered argument, radio 
broadcasting may be accounted a real 
gain for the public where political dis- 
cussion is concerne«l. That the speaker 
will, as greatly gain in the matter of car- 
rying conviction to his vastly enlarged 
audience is not so certain. The magnetic 
influence of personality is not carried by 
radio to the same extent that it is felt by 
those who see as well as hear the speak- 
er. The distant "listeners in" are more 
likely than the face-to-face hearers to 
wish to read the speech in print and. re- 
flect upon it before makinc up their 
minds. 
The broadcasting 
of political 


speeches will doubtless assist the cam- 
paigner, but the actual extent of that 
aid is likely to be less than seems to be 
expected.

The Valves 


' The Valves on the average engine require attention after from 5,000 
to 8,000 miles running. When the engine is warm, test the valves as 
follows: First remove all but one spark plug, then insert the start- 
ing handle and crank the engine slowly bv hand, with the Ignition 
Switch off, and the throttle wide open. Test each cylinder in this 
way in turn. When you pull up on the hand crank, note the resis- 
tance in each cylinder. If there is a lack of resistance in one or mora 
cylinders, it is'an indication that the valves require grinding m. 


This is not absolutely certain, however, for compression depends 


,' not only on ttie condition of the valves, but also on the Condition of 
, the piston rings and cylinder walls. If the compression is very weak 
I in a cylinder, and you notice that the spark plug is covered with an 
• oilv gummy deposit, and you have to take it out and clean tt fre- 
quently, it is an indication" that the piston rings are leaking as well 
as the valves. 
' 
When the engine has a detachable cylinder head, drain the radiator 


and remove the top water connection. Next remove all spark plugs 
and if necessary attach a tag to the end of each srjark plug wire with 
the number of "the cylinder it leads to written on it, then remove the 
cvlinder head by unscrewing the bolts that 
secure it to the motor. Kow remove the 
plates in front of the valves, then raise the 
valve spring and pull out the pin or washer 
under the spring retainer washer, but leave 
each valve m place until you are ready to 
take it out and grind it in. On some over- 
head valve engines, the valves are held in a 
case, and in that case loosen the locking nut 


j and take out the valve with the cage attached. 


Some engines do not have a detachable head, 
and the valves can be taken out by removing 
the valve cap over the valves. 


To grind in a valve, place a piece of spring under the head of the 


valve of sufficient strength to hold it away irom the seat when it is 
not under pressure. 
Xow smear the face of the valve with a little 


grinding compound (obtainable at any auto 
accessory store) then with a brace and bit 
or a screw driver, rotate the valve to and fro, 
bearing firmly but not heavily, and being 
careful not to mak'e more than one-third to 
one-half, turn before reversing direction, 
otherwise you will cut a groove in the face 
of the valve. Wfcen all pits and black spots 
have been removed, and the face presents a" 
•fine frosty, semi-finished appearance, carefully 
clean the" face of the valve and the valve seat 
with a litile gasoline. Be very careful you do 
not,, let any of the grinding compound get . 
down the valve guides or into the cylinder

when you are working on the valves. Now test to see 11 the vaive 
is ground in properly- Put marks with a pencil all around the face 
of the valve about y& inch apart, then replace it in the cylinder and 
rotate a couple of times. If the valve is ground in properly, each 
pencil mark will be wiped away. 
. 
When all valves have been ground in and all trace oi grinding 


compound removed by washing with gasoline, replace the valve 
springs and pins in each valve. Before replacing the cylinder head, 
thoroughly clean,the face of the cylinder block and the head witn 
gasoline. Always use a new cylinder head gasket, as the old one is 
sure to have been damaged when you took it off. although it may 
LOOK all right. After replacing the head, tighten all bolts finger 
tight, then give the bolts in the centre one turn, next give the bolts 
at the comers a turn, then work to and fro giving each bolt a tura 
at a time, until you have them all tightened down equally.

and replaced in cylinders, check the 
clearance. 
If there is insufficient cleac- 


ance. that is there is NO space ^between

To adjust the clearance, first take off

State bank, the results of one year's 
activities of this Soviet financial insti- 
tution. 


Twelve months ago it started doing 


business with a capital of depreciated 
paper rubles. Under the management, 
of old-time Russian bankers, who nev- 
er Jiesitated to take big profits, and 
urged along the same lines by the na- 
tional necessity to accumulate real 
money,, the bank 
has been adding 


daily to its reserve fund. 


An American, for example, takes a 


perfectly good check for $500 to this 
bank to be cashed. He waits an hour 
and receives a slip of paper showing 
that the cashier will hand him $475 
for the check. 
Thereupon he can 


easily understand how some of these 
profits have been made. The State 
Bank has a monopoly on foreign ex- 
change, but 
it will pay fo actual 


Amerliin or English currency for the 
checks it receives, and average for- 
eigner much prefers to pay 5 per cent 
and receive real money, instead of an 
armload of Soviet paper. 


Another advantageous practice of 


the bank is to change dollars into 
rubles, paying practically the same 
rate as the money changers on the il- 
legal bourse. 
The difference may be 


only a few thousand rubles on the do:- 
lar. but it is enough to add to the con- 
stant trickle of profits to the State 
Hank's till. 


At the beginning of 1922 it was esti- 


mated that about 
300,000.000 gold 


rubles were still in the hands of the 
peasants and other private perso'ns in 
Russia, having1 been burled or stowed 
away in old socks against a rainy day. 
The opening of legal banking opera- 
yons. and the frank winking on the 
part of the government authorities at

bourses, ha.vo coaxed many millions 
of this gold from its hiding places. A 
considerable portion has found its way 
to the State bank, which sends its 
own agents to these illegal hours and 
offers for this gold, and for foreign 
currency, higher prices than the priv- 
ate tracers can afford.

PittsburK—Fat men «ndur« higher 


temperatures and excessive hurnidlty 
better than thin men. and ice water 
does not necessarily develop intestinal 
distress. These facts are disclosed in 
a report of experiments conducted 
here by the American Society of Heat- 
ing ana Ventilating Engineers in co- 
operation with the United States xTu- 
rr.au of Mines and the Carnegie in- 
stitute of Technology. 


In experiments to determine the 


relative effects of .various tempera- 
tures and humidities on . the- human 
body, the scientists also found that 
sweat is the chief faqtor affecting the 
eyes when the human body becomes 
heated. 


The object of the experiments was 


to establish the exact degree of tem- 
perature and of humidity or "comfort 
lines" a, human being should be sub- 
jected to in a. room. The problem 
was first attacked several years ago. 
and the, research work has 
now 


reached a point where definite results 
have been obtained. 
First experi- 


ments were to study the physiological 
effects of temperatures and humidities 
on human subjects in still air, and 
for these a staff of physicians and 
employes of the society have sub- 
jected themselves to great hardships. 


FAST PULSE HUETS MOST - 


One of the most important results 


of the experiments was the discovery 
of the great variations of 
external 


temperature which a human being can 
endure, and at the same time retain 
his physiological efficiency. Another 
fact developed was 'that increasing 
pulse rate is more the cause of dis- 
comfort "than is body temperature 
when in a. heated room. 


"While Irrelevant to the present 


study, an attempt was made to deter- 
mine the cause of inflammation of the 
eyes, and also to determine whether 
drinking 
of 
ice water 
produces 


cramps, as so often complained of 
by industrial workers," said the re- 
port. 


"On a. day when the^eyes were nor- 


mal, a small quantity of sweat, which 
had beon collected during an experi- 
ment, was'dropped into the eye. The 
conjunctiva almost immediately be- 
came inflamed and the eye felt 'sore.' 
The sweat collected from the 
face 


seemed less irritable than sweat fi|&m 
the chest or arms. ' Sweat-bands were 
then applied to the forehead, prevent- 
ing the sweat from entering the eyes 
There was 
no inflamation. 
This 


proves sufficiently that sweat is the 
chief factor_'in producing conjunct!- 
vjtis which accompanies exposure to 
heat. 


"It has frequently been stated that 


workers exposed to high temperatures 
develop severe cramps after drinking 
ice water. ~A few of the subjects of 
these experiments volunteered to drink 
ice water after about an hour's expos- 
ure to high temperature, and two of 
them, in one experiment, drank 
a 


o.uart of ice water in less than 15 min- 
utes without ill effects. 
Cramps did 


not develop in any of the subjects at 
any time." 


On entering and leaving the spe- 


cially heated chamber, 
the 
report 


shows, loss of weight varied with the 
individual, the heavier and 
stouter 


man losing more than the light and 
thin one.

largest temple of Babylonia, while it 
Is too soon to give details, it is be- 
lieved 
that the excavation of this 


temple will undoubtedly show continu- 
ous service dedicated to the 
Moon 


God covering several thousand years, 
and reaching backward" possibly be- 
yond the third millennium B. C. 


The wall shows several reconstrtic- 


tions at different periods. On the up- 
per part an inscription was found giv- 
ing the name of Nebuchadrezzar as1* 
the restorer of the upper section, while

the third millennium. B. C.

London—Drastic changes 
and eli- 


sions in the vivid Psalms of David In 
the Book of Common Prayer are rec- 
ommended by the special committee 
of the House Qf Bishops which has 
been sitting in solemn conclave on the 
subject for many months. Tho altera- 
tions, if sanctioned by tho National 
Assembly of the Church of England, 
will constitute an alternative text of 
the psalms, to <be used at the discrc 
tion of 
ministers. The proposed re 


\ision of the prayer book includes al- 
«o the shortening 
of the ten com- 


mandments and the alteration of the 
marriaae service. 


The psalmist's 
vision of unforget- 


able doom for tho ungodly is radical 
ly modified. Psalm 58 is to be omittp'' 
altogether. It contains such esprc^ 


as: 


"Break their teeth. O God. in thei 


mouths, let them fall away like wat" 
that runneth apace. 
Let them cor 


feume away like a snail. The rigl 
teous shall rejoice wh"n he seeth th 
vengeance: he shall wash his footstep, 
in the blood of the ungodly."

nation, as. for example. In psalm 68. 
verso 23: "Tlvit thy foot may be dip- 
ped In th«> blood of thine enemies: a 
that tho tongue of the dog may be red 
through tho t-nmc." and In psalm 109.

Referee Jimmy Dougherty of Phil- 


adelphia awarded Dempsey the deci- 
sion when the gong clanged ending 
fifteenth round, but Gibbons who did 
not get a cent for fighting the cham- 
pion. left the ring with a moral vic- 
tory. It was the first time any fight- 
er had managed to face Dempsey and 
still be on his feet at the finish since 
he became champion. 


Gibbons has a reputation made in 


eighty-six fights-of never having been 
knocked off his feet. That reputation 
still is good. Dempsey had him dizzy 
and weary, probably half a.dozen times 
on Wednesday but failed to knock-him 
out. 


The fight made an entirely different 


ending than any spectator expected. 
Even the enthusiastic Gibbons pro] 
tagonlsts, shouting encouragement't' 
their fighter, had not the slightest] 
idea he would'last more than seven or 
eight rounds. In fact, it was the con- 
sensus of opinion that four or five 
rounds would find Tommy on the floor 
knocked out. 


TOMMY, MASTER BOXER 


Tommy, a master boxer, and con- 


stantly, on the lookout for the knock- 
out blow. ..danced and hop stepped 
around the ring, occasionally slipping 
a right or left to Dempseyts face and 
then eluding danger by clinching .or 
stepping backward. 


Toward the last Gibbons seemed to

T\VO PATTERNS MAY DO FOR 


MOST GARMENTS, ' 


If you are a beginner it is prob 
_ 


ably advisable to purchase a pattern, 
for each different type of drens to be 
made. But the 
expeiicnced 
dress- 


maker is able to make practically any 
type of garment from two patterns. 
One of these is a lining pattern, con- 
sisting of two pieces, back and front, 
and the other is a kimono blouse pat- 
tern in which the sleeves are cut in 
one with the body. 


Add to these as many 
separate 


sleeve patterns 
as you • desire, 
al- 


though here again a little experience 
will familiarize you with 
the 
fait 


that the upper parts of the sleeves 
are much the same in any type and 
that the lower part is easily adapted 
to suit requirements. 


In purchasing patterns be sure to 


get your right size. 
Read the 
in- 


structions carefully, and do not at- 
tempt to_cut into your material un- 
til, first you 
are perfectly certain 


just what- each piece of the pattern 
is and how they will fit together and. 
secondly, you have your model clear- 
ly in mind and have laid the pattern 


on the material accurately, according' 
to directions, and 
have reassured 


yourself that 
you 
have 
sufficient 


cloth.

The average width of materials is 


fron^27 to 36 inches for cotton, 42 
to 56 for worsteds and 39 to 42 for 
transparencies and Rilks. 
If. as is 


apt to be the case where the sleeves 
are cut in one with the blouse, there 
is piecing to be done, adjust the pat- 
terns so that you are sure the line 
of piecing will not come in an awk- 
ward place. It is usually safer to 
try this out with an 
old piece of 


cambric or with newspaper.
